THE  MAESTEG  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  first  Annual  Report  upon  the  Sanitary  Conditions 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Maesteg  Urban  District 
during  the  year  1937. 

The  contents  and  arrangements  of  the  Report  fol- 
lows closely  the  requirements  indicated  in  Circular 
1650  (Wales)  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  continued 
industrial  depression,  yet  we  may  infer  from  the  year’s 
statistics  that  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  Maesteg 
has  suffered  but  little  as  a result  of  these  unfavourable 
conditions.  Substantial  efforts  have  been  made  by  the 
Maesteg  Council  to  mitigate  some  of  the  hardships 
from  which  the  populace  are  suffering,  and  the  Health 
Department  has  consistently  striven  to  maintain  a good 
standard  of  health  and  fitness,  particularly  amongst 
the  mothers  and  children,  upon  whom  a large  share 
of  the  burden  inevitably  falls. 

Our  population  has  shown  a steady  decline  since 
the  year  1924.  The  Registrar  General  estimates  the 
population  at  22,660.  This  is  less  by  790  persons,  than 
that  of  1936.

The  local  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  17.25  per 
1,000  persons  living.  The  rate  has  decreased  annually 
since  1923  when  the  rate  was  26.46  per  1,000.  In  some 
respects  this  decrease  in  the  number  of  births  may  be 
considered  a matter  for  congratulation,  for  the  pros- 
pects of  modern  youth  are  anything  but  bright. 

It  is  to  be  recorded  that  Infant  Mortality  has 
reached  its  lowest  figure  on  record  in  this  area,  the  rate 
being  64  per  1,000  births. 

The  general  death-rate  from  all  causes  in  1937, 
necessary  allowance  being  made  for  the  transference  of 
deaths  to  their  respective  districts,  amounted  to  12.52 
per  1,000  of  the  living  population. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  each  member 
of  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  and  kindly  interest 
shown  me,  also  the  officials  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  Council  and  voluntary  helpers  for  the  full 
measure  of  support  accorded  me  during  the  year. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  loyal 
co-operation,  and  in  particular  would  I like  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  services  rendered  by  Mr.  D.  M.  Thomas, 
your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

No  special  provision  is  made  by  the  Council  for  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis.  Treatment  of  the  patient 
is  left  to  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  attendance,  who 
either  directly  or  through  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  obtains  the  assistance  of  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association,  and  in  this  way  17  patients 
were  admitted  to  the  Institutions  of  the  Association 
during  the  year. 

Of  the  16  deaths,  13  occurred  within  the  district, 
and  ten  of  these  had  been  notified.  The  three  remain- 
ing cases  were  not  diagnosed  till,  death.  The  three 
deaths  which  occurred  outside  the  district  had  been 
notified. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  after  death  removals,  cures, 
altered  diagnosis  and  transfers  had  been  adjusted,  there 
were  226  cases  on  the  register,  made  up  as  follows  : —

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF 
TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1925. 


i he  above  Regulations  prohibit  the  employment 
in  connection  with  a dairy  of  any  person  who  is  suffer- 
ing from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  if  his  employment 
involves  the  milking  of  cows,  the  treatment  of  milk, 
or  the  handling  of  vessels  for  containing  milk.  If  a 
Local  Authority,  on  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
ol  Health,  is  satisfied  that  a person  residing  in  their 
disti  ict  is  so  employed,  and  is  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  and  is  in  an  infectious  state,  they  may 
lequire  such  person  to  discontinue  his  employment. 
Compensation  is  to  be  paid  to  any  person  who  sustains 
damage  by  reason  of  the  exercise  of  any  of  the  powers 
of  these  regulations  if  he  himself  is  not  in  default. 

t action  was  taken  under  these  regulations 

during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925— SECTION  62. 


This  Section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925, 
makes  provision  for  the  removal  to  hospital  of  in- 
fectious persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
where  it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  a Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  that  the  lodging  or  accommoda- 
tion provided  for  that  person  is  such  that  proper 
precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  cannot 
be  taken,  or  that  such  precautions  are  not  being  taken; 
and  that  serious  risk  of  infection  is  thereby  caused  to 
other  persons. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this 
Section  during  1937.

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DEATHS. 


During  the  year  a total  of  284  deaths  were  regis- 
tered as  belonging  to  this  district.  Included  in  the 
total  are  26  inward  transferable  deaths  : that  is,  deaths 
of  persons  actually  belonging  to  this  district  but  occur- 
ring in  other  districts.  The  outward  transferable  deaths 
numbered  seven,  so  that  the  actual  number  of  deaths 
occurring  in  the  district  was  264. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  transferable 
deaths  : — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  institutions  for  the  sick  or 
infirm,  such  as  hospitals,  institutions  for  the  insane  or 
mentally  deficient,  Poor  Law  institutions,  and  nursing 
homes  (but  not  almshouses,  etc.),  are  regarded  as 
residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a fixed  or 
usual  residence  at  the  time  of  admission.  If  the  person 
dying  in  an  institution  had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  time 
of  admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable.  If  the 
patient  has  been  directly  transferred  from  one  such 
institution  to  another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the 
district  of  residence  at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  first 
institution. 

(2)  1 he  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a 
year  of  birth  at  any  temporary  address  to  which  the 
mother  was  admitted  for  her  confinement  are  referred 
to  the  district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  mother. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  referred  (a)  to  the 
district  of  residence,  under  the  general  rule;  (b)  if  this 
district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode, 
to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known ; 
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(c)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  death  occurred,  if 
known;  and  (d)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the

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DEATHS  AMONGST  INFANTS 


During  the  year  25  children  died  before  attaining 
the  age  of  one  year.  The  death  rate,  which  for  infants 
is  always  recorded  as  so  many  per  thousand  births 
registered,  as  distinct  from  so  many  of  the  population  is 
a true  rate,  as  it  is  based  on  actual  figures.  The  25 
deaths  gave  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  64  per  thous- 
and births  registered.  The  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  was  58.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  shews  a decrease  of  15  per 
1,000  on  the  previous  year.

A predisposing  cause  towards  high  infant  mortality 
is  want  of  suitable  environment  for  child  life,  which 
means  suitable  food,  suitable  care  and  suitable  clothing, 
combined  with  a reasonable  amount  of  intelligence. 

The  two  Health  Visitors  engaged  in  the  import- 
ant work  devote  a considerable  portion  of  their  time 
in  giving  advice  regarding  the  personal  care  (including 
feeding)  of  infants  and  domestic  sanitation,  while  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  also  performs  important  duties  in 
the  direction  of  improving  the  housing  conditions  and 
taking  the  necessary  steps  to  render  the  surroundings 
of  the  homes  more  wholesome  and  unfavourable  to  the 
development  of  conditions  which  tend  to  promote  the 
development  of  agents  known  to  be  opposed  to  the 
welfare  of  infant  life. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  con- 
tinue to  work  satisfactorily.  A Centre  holding  regular 
sessions  is  established  in  each  of  the  four  Wards  and 
the  marked  improvement  in  the  attendances  suggest 
that  a very  keen  interest  is  being  taken  in  this  movement.

ANTE-NATAL  SERVICES. 


There  are  two  clinics  provided  by  the  Council. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  both  clinics 
during  the  year  was  514. 

The  total  number  of  women  who  attended  at  the 
Clinics  during  the  year  was  305. 

The  duties  performed  at  the  Centres  consist  of 
consultations  and  advice  to  mothers  on  the  care  of 
babies,  and  my  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  voluntary 
workers  who  assist  at  the  Centres,  for  their  willing  and 
loyal  co-operation.  They  have  rendered  valuable  ser- 
vices to  the  mothers  and  children. 

Dried  milk  and  anti-rachitic  preparations  are  sold 
in  connection  with  the  Centres,  at  cost  price,  and  the 
total  value  of  food  sold  during  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1938,  amounted  to  <£184  5s.  Od. 
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The  two  Health  Visitors  have  now  been  sufficiently 
long  engaged  under  the  Council  to  enable  them  to 
establish  very  cordial  and  sympathetic  relations  with 
the  women  and  children  within  their  respective  dist- 
ricts, and  the  value  of  their  work  is  consequently  much 
enhanced.

SUPPLY  OF  MILK  TO  EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING 
MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 


The  scheme  in  connection  with  the  distribution 
of  free  milk  to  necessitous  mothers  and  children  was 
continued  on  the  same  lines  as  the  previous  year.  The 
total  cost  of  liquid  milk,  dried  milk  and  anti-rachitic 
preparations  supplied  free  for  the  12  months  ended  31st 
March,  1938,  amounted  to  £2216.

The  milk  is  given  free  only  on  medical  grounds 
when  the  family  income,  after  deducting  rent,  is  below 
the  scale  of  Assistance  which  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Council.  All  mothers  in  receipt  of  free  milk  have  to 
attend  with  their  babies  over  12  months  old  at  the 
various  Clinics  to  be  personally  examined  by  myself. 
The  quantity  supplied,  which  does  not  ordinarily 
exceed  one  pint  per  person  per  day,  is  granted  for  14 
days,  when  the  application  has  to  be  renewed  and  the 
whole  of  the  circumstances  again  reviewed.  In  most 
cases  a supply  of  liquid  milk  is  issued,  but  when  it  is 
considered  advisable,  dried  milk  is  prescribed  instead, 
and  this  has  latterly  tended  to  increase. 

The  Milk  Committee  meet  every  fortnight,  and 
a much  appreciated  side  of  its  activities  is  quietly  but 
nevertheless  conscientiously  carried  out  by  the  members 
who  meet  and  scrutinise  the  applications  placed  before 
them  throughout  the  year. 

WELFARE  CENTRE. 


1 suggest  that  the  Council  consider  providing  a 
building  for  the  housing  of  the  Caerau  and  Nantyffyl- 
lon  Clinics.  This  is  greatly  needed  to  enable  the 
important  service  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  to 
be  carried  out  more  efficiently. 

MATERNITY  HOME. 


There  were  107  admissions  to  the  Home  during 
the  year;  77  of  these  patients  came  from  within  the 
district,  and  30  persons  from  outside  our  Urban  Area. 
Of  these  admissions,  17  were  attended  by  Doctors  and 
89  by  the  Staff  of  the  Home,  the  patients  living  within 
the  district  being  attended  by  their  own  Doctors,  and 
those  from  outside  by  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

Fifty-six  Clinics  were  held  during  the  year,  and 
these  were  generally  well  attended.

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACTS,  1907  AND  1915. 


All  births  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  the  above  Acts,  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors 
as  soon  as  the  Doctor  or  Midwife  has  ceased  to  attend. 
Infants  are  visited  monthly  during  the  first  year;  more 
frequent  visits  being  made  in  the  case  of  delicate 
babies.  Children  over  12  months  are  visited,  as  far  as 
possible,  every  six  months  until  they  commence  attend- 
ing school. 

CHILDREN  ACT,  1908. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  officer  to 
whom  notices  required  by  the  Children  Act,  1908,  shall 
be  sent,  and  the  Council’s  Health  Visitors  have  been 
appointed  Infant  Protection  Visitors  under  the  Act. 
No  contravention  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  part 
of  the  Act  was  reported  during  the  year. 

PREVENTION  OF  CRUELTY. 


Severe  penalties  may  be  indicted  on  any  person 
over  the  age  of  sixteen  years  who  has  the  charge  of  any 
child  or  young  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
and  who  is  guilty  of  cruelty  or  neglect  in  respect  of 
such  young  child  or  young  person.  Neglect  likely  to 
cause  injury  to  health,  includes  failure  to  provide 
adequate  food,  clothing,  medical  aid  or  lodging. 

If  a child  under  seven  years  is  killed  or  suffers 
serious  injury  through  being  burnt  or  scalded  in  a room 
with  an  open  fire  grate  not  sufficiently  protected  by  a 
guard,  the  person  in  charge  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty. 

CO  OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 


The  Inspector  of  the  local  branch  of  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
maintains  close  co-operation  with  this  department. 
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lhis  official  is  always  prepared  to  intervene  in  the 
interests  of  neglected  or  ill-treated  children,  and  has 
investigated  a number  of  cases  during  the  year  at  the 
request  of  the  department. 


PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  area  of  this  district  remains  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  viz.,  6,709  acres.  The  valley  is  com- 
paratively wide  running  approximately  north  and  south 
and  bounded  on  all  sides,  except  the  south,  by  rugged 
mountains.  The  cul-de-sac  thus  formed,  slopes  towards 
the  outlet  end,  the  northern  boundary  being  984 
feet  above  sea-level  and  the  southern  boundary  334  feet. 
The  recognised  centre  of  the  town,  about  midway 
between  these  two  points,  is  426  feet  above  sea-level  and 
at  the  widest  point  of  the  valley.  The  River  Llynfi 
bisects  the  district  longitudinally  for  a length  of  about 
four  miles.  The  upper  portion  of  the  valley  on  both 
sides  is  divided  into  the  Caerau  and  Nantyffyllon 
Wards,  with  respective  areas  of  1,801  and  701  acres, 
whilst  in  the  lower  portion,  the  river  forms  the  dividing 
line  between  the  East  and  West  Wards,  with  areas  of 
2,202  and  2,005  acres  respectively. 

The  staple  industry  is  coal-mining,  upon  which, 
the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  depends.  There  is  con- 
siderable unemployment.  This  depression  in  the  coal 
industry  has  left  an  impression  on  the  district’s  welfare, 
and  there  is  a decrease  in  the  population  of  2892  from 
the  Census  of  1931.  Although  a colliery  district,  the 
inhabited  areas  are  much  cleaner  than  many  other 
mining  districts,  the  collieries  being  situated  well  away 
from  the  populated  areas,  which  is  unusual  in  the 
valleys  of  South  Wales. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


* 


The  population  of  the  district  consists  principally 
of  the  working  classes.  Of  late  years  much  headway  has 
been  made  with  our  social  conveniences.  Within  the 
district  we  have  the  Miners’  Welfare  Grounds  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  valley,  which  consists  of  a children  s 
playground,  swimming  bath,  tennis  courts,  football  and 
cricket  fields,  and  a bowling  green,  with  a commodious 
pavilion.  In  the  central  district  we  have  the  New  Park 
which  was  opened  in  1924  and  which,  when  completed, 
will  also  have  a children’s  playground,  cricket  and  foot- 
ball fields,  tennis  courts,  a bowling  green,  flower 
sections,  a spacious  pavilion,  and  a large  amphitheatre 
for  holding  open-air  concerts,  etc. 

A similar  Park  serves  the  Caerau  district. 

In  addition  to  these  schemes,  there  are  the  town’s 
cricket  and  football  fields. 

In  another  direction,  Maesteg  is  very  well 
equipped.  I refer  to  the  various  Workmen’s  Libraries 
and  Institutes,  which  have  been  provided  from  funds 
collected  and  subscribed  by  the  miners.  In  all  there  are 
seven,  fairly  distributed  throughout  the  area,  and  they 
consist  of  reading  rooms,  lending  libraries,  gymnasiums, 
billiard  rooms,  lecture  rooms,  and  other  adjuncts.  These 
institutes  are  utilised  to  the  fullest  extent  by  all  classes, 
of  the  community. 

The  provision  of  all  these  schemes  is  a decided 
improvement  in  our  social  amenities  and  I feel  sure 
they  will  have  an  uplifting  moral  influence  on  the 
district,  as  well  as  improve  the  general  standard  of 
health. 
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HEALTH  SERVICES.

Hopital  provided  or  Subsidised  by  Local 
Authority  or  County  Council  : — 

(1)  Poor  Law. — For  Poor  Law  purposes  Maesteg 
is  divided  into  two  districts,  a Relieving  Officer  serving 
each  district. 

(2)  Tuberculosis. — Institutions  maintained  by  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  and  the  Welsh  Memorial 
Association  are  available  for  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

(3)  MATERNITY. — A private  residence  within  the 
district  has  been  acquired  by  the  Local  Authority  and 
converted  into  a Maternity  Home.  Patients  are 
admitted  on  payment  of  fees,  but  in  exceptional  cases  a 
reduced  fee  or  free  admission  is  granted. 

(4)  CHILDREN. — The  Glamorgan  County  Council 
provides  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  deformed  and 
mentally  defective  children.  Orthopaedic  cases  are  also 
dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinic  in  connection  with  our 
Child  Welfare  scheme,  the  arrangement  being  brought 
about  by  the  kind  services  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Colston  Williams. 

(5)  Fever. — The  Isolation  Hospital  is  maintained 
by  the  Local  Authority  and  is  situated  in  a favourable 
position  within  the  district  at  an  altitude  of  650  feet 
above  sea-level,  and  will  accommodate  20  Diphtheria 
and  20  Scarlet  Fever  patients.  There  is  also  a block  for 
the  reception  of  Puerperal  cases. 

(6)  SMALL  Pox. — The  Local  Authority  is  now  a 
constituent  member  of  the  Ogmore  Small  Pox  Hos- 
pital Committee,  and  any  case  that  may  occur  will  be 
removed  to  that  Committee’s  Hospital  at  Cefn  Hirgoed. 

(7)  General. — The  Maesteg  General  Hospital  is 
maintained  by  Public  Subscriptions,  and  is  an  excellent 
institution  of  its  kind.  The  equipment  is  well  up  to 
modern  requirements,  and  the  operating  theatre  com- 
pares very  favourably  with  those  of  much  larger 
institutions.  There  is  accommodation  for  44  patients. 
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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR 
UNMARRIED  MOTHERS. 


The  Public  Assistance  Infirmary  at  Pontypridd 
provides  for  the  admission  of  unmarried  mothers  to  the 
Maternity  Ward.  Provision  is  made  at  the  Cottage 
Homes,  Bridgend,  by  the  Assistance  Committee,  for 
illegitimate  and  homeless  children. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases.— A Motor  Ambul- 
ance is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  removal 
of  Infectious  Diseases  Cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. — 
A Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  in  connection  with 
the  General  Hospital,  Maesteg,  and  is  garaged  at  the 
Hospital. 

CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  pro- 
vided (as  reported  elsewhere)  by  the  Local  Authority. 
The  County  Council  provides  a School  Clinic,  and  the 
Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  a Clinic  for 
Tuberculosis.  There  are  three  Venereal  Diseases 
Clinics  available  for  the  district.  They  are  provided 
by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  and  are  situated  at 
Barry,  Port  Talbot  and  Pontypridd. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


A National  Campaign  to  encourage  the  use  of  the 
Health  Services — the  first  of  its  kind — began  in  the 
Autumn  and  extended  over  a period  of  six  months, 
October — March,  (1937-1938).- 

For  the  purpose  of  the  campaign,  numbers  of 
posters,  leaflets  and  publications  prepared  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Education  in 
connection  with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Educa- 
tion were  delivered  to  the  Health  Department. 
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Good  use  was  made  of  the  attractive  pictorial 
posters  supplied  free  of  cost  to  this  department,  and 
were  of  considerable  public  value. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


No  provision  is  made  either  by  the  Local  Authority 
or  the'  County  Council  for  General  or  Infectious 
Disease  Nursing  in  the  Home,  this  class  of  nursing 
being  undertaken  by  the  Maesteg  and  District  Nursing 
Association.  The  Association  is  in  affiliation  to  the 
Glamorgan  County  Nursing  Association  and  to  the 
Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing,  and  is  carried  on 
under  the  rules  and  direction  of  Queen’s. 

The  district  comprises  the  whole  valley  from 
Caerau  to  Llangynwyd  and  its  finances  are  obtained  by 
means  of  weekly  subscriptions  from  its  3,500  members 
and  by  grants  from  the  National  Council  of  Social 
Service. 

The  Association  being  voluntary,  is  financially 
dependent  upon  the  splendid  and  continuous  endeav- 
ours of  above  two  hundred  lady  workers,  to  whom 
credit  is  due  for  their  sacrifice  and  enthusiasm  in  the 
cause  of  the  amelioration  of  suffering. 

The  Association  has  during  the  year  1937,  carried 
on  its  work  of  Home  Nursing  without  any  untoward 
happenings. 

Much  relief  and  amelioration  have  been  ministered 
to  the  members  requiring  nursing. 

It  has  been  of  especial  value  to  the  old  and  bed- 
ridden women  and  men,  relieving  them  of  some  of  their 
pains,  and  giving  to  the  lonely,  the  cheery  companion- 
ship daily,  of  the  nurse  on  her  round. 
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There  is  also  the  educative  side  of  the  work  of  a 
Queen’s  Nurse.  The  mother  or  the  daughter  who 
assists,  has  the  opportunity  of  becoming,  in  some  degree, 
conversant  with  the  methods  adopted  and  the  know- 
ledge when  the  occasion  of  need  should  arise. 

During  the  year,  387  patients  have  been  nursed, 
entailing  10,410  visits.

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The  service  came  into  operation  on  August  1st, 
1937,  and  every  opportunity  has  been  afforded  to  the 
midwives  as  officers  of  the  County  Council  appointed 
to  a newly  established  service,  of  attending  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics  of  your  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  with  a view  to  mutual  co-operation  of  the 
services  and  the  furtherance  of  the  best  interests  of  the 
patient. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 


All  the  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  work  is 
undertaken  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  towards  the  upkeep  of  which  the  Council 
pay  an  annual  contribution.  Samples  of  water  and 
milk  are  sent  for  examination  from  time  to  time 
throughout  the  year,  and  specimens  of  blood,  naso- 
pharyngeal swabs,  and  other  material  from  cases  of 
infectious  disease  are  sent  as  occasion  arises.  Swabs 
taken  from  all  Diphtheria  patients  prior  to  discharge 
from  the  Isolation  Hospital  are  sent  for  analysis.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  AND 
ADMINISTRATION. 

WATER. 

Maesteg  is  a constituent  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board,  and  the  water  supply  to  this  district  is 
entirely  in  its  hands.  Trunk  mains  link  up  the  water 
supply  throughout  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area. 

The  only  main  extension  carried  out  during  the 
year  was  for  the  Housing  Site,  where  approximately 
370  yards  of  3 inch  C.L  main  have  been  laid. 

In  connection  with  the  additions  to  the  Park  Hous- 
ing Estate  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  have 
given  serious  consideration  to  the  water  supply  to  the 
area  which  depends  entirely  upon  the  Blaen-Cwm- 
Ceryn  Source.  During  seasons  of  extreme  drought,  it 
is  feared  that  this  source  will  not  be  sufficient  to  supply 
the  whole  of  the  properties  if  further  developments 
take  place.  This  means  that  building  developments 
would  be  restricted  in  the  higher  levels  of  the  Neath 
Road  area  and  also  the  Park  Housing  Site.  A scheme 
has  been  prepared  and  has  been  submitted  to  the  Min- 
istry of  Health,  which  will  provide  for  a main  to  be 
laid  from  the  8 inch  rising  main  at  Nantyffyllon  to  a 
Service  Reservoir  to  be  erected  at  Moel  Brynmawr.

Application  has  also  been  made  for  assistance  for  this 
work  from  the  Special  Areas  Fund.  When  completed, 
this  scheme  will  enable  an  ample  supply  of  water  to  be 
available  from  other  of  the  Board’s  sources  irrespective 
of  drought  and  building  developments. 

An  ample  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  Maesteg  Area  but  during  the  whole 
of  the  summer  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  water  from 
the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Valleys  to  augment  the  local 
supply  through  the  Red  Cow  Reservoir.  It  was  not 
necessary,  however,  to  use  the  Sehwyll  Water  and 
therefore,  Maesteg  was  not  served  with  a hard  water 
from  that  source  during  the  year. 

The  necessity  of  maintaining  a pure  supply  of 
water  from  the  Board’s  Sources  has  been  the  constant 
concern  of  the  Board  and  during  the  year,  samples  of 
water  were  submitted  for  analyses  to  the  County 
Laboratory. 

The  question  of  pure  water  is,  however,  of  such 
importance  that  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board 
have  submitted  proposals  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  the  treatment  of  the  water  at  every  source  of  supply 
in  their  area.  This  will  be  a very  costly  scheme  for 
which  assistance  will  be  required  from  the  Special 
Areas  Fund.  The  Board’s  proposals  are  now  receiving 
the  attention  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  the  meantime,  patrol  of  the  Gathering  Grounds 
is  continuous  during  periods  where  necessary  to  protect 
the  sources  from  contamination. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  and  streams  of  the  area  are  compara- 
tively free  from  pollution,  except  the  Llynfi  and  in  a 
few  cases  where  colliery  tips  are  in  close  proximity  to 
the  river  or  stream.  The  practice  amongst  householders 
of  throwing  ashes  and  other  house  refuse  into  the  river 
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is  still  prevalent,  and  I am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that 
the  only  method  of  checking  same  is  to  institute  Police 
Court  Proceedings  against  all  offenders. 

The  river  Llynfi,  as  it  leaves  the  district,  is  much 
polluted  by  sewage  effluent. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  sewered,  and  all  house 
and  W.C.  drains  are  connected  thereto,  farm  and  other 
isolated  houses  excepted. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

All  closets  in  the  district  are  on  the  water  carriage 
system,  approximately  about  one-half  being  provided 
with  automatic  flushing  tanks,  the  other  half  being 
hand  flushed. 

In  a number  of  instances  where  water-closets  were 
not  provided  with  flushing  tanks,  these  were  fitted  at 
the  instigation  of  the  Sanitary  Department  in  1937. 

The  question  of  insisting  upon  the  provision  of 
flushing  tanks  for  all  existing  water-closets  within  the 
urban  area  should  be  considered  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 


PUBLIC  LAVATORIES. 

There  are  a number  of  Urinals  provided  through- 
out the  District  adjoining  the  highways,  and,  if  prop- 
erly and  reasonably  used,  are  of  much  public  con- 
venience. I am  informed,  however,  that  they  are 
woefully  misused,  and  that  any  kind  of  water  fittings 
provided  in  them  for  flushing  purposes  are  interfered 
with  and  broken.  I must  say  that  I have  also  observed 
these  conditions  myself.  By  this  means,  premises  in- 
tended as  sanitary  conveniences,  I am  afraid,  in  many 
instances,  become  a public  nuisance. 
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SCAVENGING. 


Refuse  collection  is  a daily  one  in  mostly  all 
districts  in  the  area,  and  is  satisfactory.  The  daily 
collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  specially 
designed  motor  vehicles;  no  horses  or  carts  are  now 
being  used,  so  that  this  service  has  been  brought  up  to 
standard  practice. 

The  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  still  unsatisfactory 
and  it  is  high  time  the  Council  considered  a more 
sanitary  method  of  disposal. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  main  roads  of  the  district  have  been  con- 
siderably improved  during  the  year,  and  in  particular 
the  main  road  from  Caerau  to  Maesteg.  The  resurfac- 
ing and  the  superelevation  of  the  bends  of  this  road 
shows  a marked  improvement  in  the  road. 

Widenings  are  being  carried  out  in  front  of  Tabor 
and  Carmel  Chapels,  which,  when  completed,  will 
have  rendered  a dangerous  portion  of  the  main  road 
considerably  safer. 

PRIVATE  STREETS. 

Several  Private  Streets  were  made  up  during  the 
year,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council  provide 
each  year  for  the  making  up  of  Private  Streets. 

This  work  is  of  great  importance  to  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  district,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in 
the  near  future,  all  streets  will  be  maintainable  by  the 
public  at  large. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Pollution  of  the  river  Llynfi  still  continues  owing 
to  the  inefficiency  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
the  bad  state  of  the  Main  Sewer. 
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The  local  scheme  for  the  Disposal  of  Sewage  and 
the  renewing  of  the  Main  Sewer  has  been  under  con- 
sideration for  some  time  now,  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Inquiry  into  the  scheme  was  held  last  August, 
but  nothing  has  developed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
scheme  will  be  put  in  hand  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that 
the  pollution  of  the  river  now  taking  place  may  cease. 

HOUSING. 

The  sixty  houses  for  the  relief  of  overcrowding  are 
now  in  the  course  of  erection  and  by  the  time  this 
Report  is  issued,  will  probably  be  completed  and 
tenanted. 

Eight  of  the  above  houses  are  being  erected  to 
replace  houses  to  be  demolished.

In  all,  162  informal  notices  were  served,  and  to 
enforce  compliance  it  was  necessary  to  serve  33 
Statutory  Notices. 

66  Notices  under  Section  62  of  the  Act  of  1875, 
to  provide  dwellings  with  a sufficient  supply  of  water, 
were  served  on  the  owners.  When  the  owners  fail  to 
comply,  the  Water  Board  is  called  upon  to  do  the  work, 
the  owners  being  charged  with  the  cost. 
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RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  RESTRICTIONS 
(AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1933.  (SECTION  12). 

Two  applications  were  received  for  certificates 
under  the  above  Act  during  the  year. 

The  dwellings  were  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tor and  the  Rent’s  Committee  and  reports  submitted 
to  the  Local  Authority. 

Certificates  were  granted. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

During  the  year,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  reports 
a diminution  in  the  number  of  complaints  received  of 
bug  infestation.  The  Health  Department  in  all  cases 
of  premises  infested  with  bed  bugs,  have  endeavoured 
to  assist  the  occupiers  to  free  their  houses  of  the  pests. 

The  habits  of  this  insect  are,  of  course,  well 
known.  They  are  rarely  seen  in  numbers,  and  seldom 
appear  in  the  daytime.  They  can  completely  feed  in 
ten  minutes,  and  then  retire  for  several  days  to  their 
home,  which  is  usually  a crack  or  niche  away  from 
the  light  and  particularly  inaccessible.  Their  sole 
means  of  existence  is  human  blood,  and  their  hiding 
places  are  naturally  as  near  to  their  victims  as  possible. 

When  it  is  considered  that  a single  female  is 
capable  of  producing  from  200  to  400  eggs  in  her 
lifetime,  less  than  5 per  cent,  of  which  are  unfertile, 
it  will  therefore  be  readily  seen,  that  the  bug  is  very 
well  equipped  to  battle  with  the  most  adverse  circum- 
stances, and  any  remedy,  to  be  efficient,  must  be  drastic 
and  far-reaching  in  its  action. 

Infested  property  was  dealt  with  by  spraying  with 
liquid  insecticide  and  the  use  of  sulphur  dioxide  gas; 
in  addition,  advice  was  given  in  all  cases,  whilst  the 
importance  of  daily  cleansing  with  soap  and  water  as 
the  first  line  of  defence,  was  emphasised. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


In  all,  194  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
received.  Of  these,  83  were  Diphtheria  and  31  Scarlet 
Fever.  The  notifiable  Diseases  are  summarised  in 
another  part  of  this  Report. 

Upon  receipt  of  every  notification,  I at  once 
communicated  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  visited 
the  house,  and  in  every  case  endeavoured  to  persuade 
the  parents' to  allow  their  child  to  be  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  pointing  out  the  advantages  that 
would  be  obtained  in  the  removal  of  the  child  in  limit- 
ing the  spread  of  infection. 

After  removal,  the  infected  rooms  were 
immediately  disinfected,  but  when  the  patient  was 
isolated  at  home,  not  until  the  termination  of  the  illness. 

In  instances  where  patients  remain  at  home  for 
treatment,  disinfectants  are  provided  for  ordinary 
household  use,  printed  instructions  and  precautions 
being  left  for  the  guidance  of  the  users. 

Individual  Record  Cards  are  kept,  and  on  these 
are  entered  the  circumstances  in  connection  with  the 
case,  such  as  occupation  or  school  of  patient,  contacts, 
sources  of  water  and  milk  supplies,  date  of  onset  of 
disease,  sanitary  conditions  of  premises,  date  of  disinfec- 
tion, etc. 

At  the  Isolation  Hospital  there  is  a Thresh’s  Steam 
Disinfector,  and  when  considered  necessary,  infected 
articles  of  clothing  are  removed  there  to  be  disinfected. 

There  are  no  facilities  available  for  the  disinfect- 
ing of  persons. 

On  certain  days,  disinfectants  are  supplied  to  any- 
one applying,  free  of  charge.

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

The  year  under  review  was  noteworthy  by  reason 
of  the  oceurrenee  of  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  in  the  area. 
Our  efforts  to  limit  the  spread  of  infection  were  entirely 
successful,  the  disease  being  confined  to  the  Caerau 
Ward. 

1 here  were  notified  13  cases.  Four  of  these  proved 

fatal. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 


The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  January,  1934,  and  made  compul- 
sory the  stunning  of  animals  with  a mechanically 
operated  instrument  prior  to  slaughter. 

Sheep,  Ewes,  Wethers,  Rams  and  Lambs  were 
brought  within  the  requirements  of  this  Act  by  special 
resolution  of  the  local  Authority  in  1935. 

The  animals  are  stunned  with  a Captive  Bolt  and 
then  bled  by  an  incision  through  the  large  neck  vessels. 

Thirty  persons  were  granted  licences  during  the 
year  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  in  a Slaughterhouse 
or  Knacker’s  Yard  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  and 
although  a few  warnings  were  issued  during  the  year, 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  complied  with  in  a very 
good  spirit. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  within  the  district  eight  licensed  and 
one  registered  Slaughterhouses.  These  are  situated  as 
follows  : — 

3 in  Caerau,  1 in  Nantyffyllon,  2 in  the  East  Ward, 
3 in  the  West  Ward. 
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'SUPERVISION  AND  INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 


The  Sanitary  Inspectors  continue  to  discharge  these 
important  duties  with  the  same  vigilance  as  in  the  past. 
All  premises  upon  which  foods  are  prepared  or  ex- 
posed for  sale  are  periodically  inspected. 

Meat  inspection  is  regularly  carried  out  at  the 
various  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  the  slaughter- 
houses being  visited  several  times  daily  while  slaughter- 
ing is  taking  place,  any  alterations  in  the  times  of 
slaughtering  being  at  once  notified  to  the  Inspectors. 

On  account  of  the  number  of  private  slaughter- 
houses in  the  district,  it  is  difficult  to  carry  out  satis- 
factory inspections,  although  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924,  by  introducing  the  requirement  of 
notice  of  intention  to  slaughter,  have  made  the  problem 
somewhat  easier. 

With  regard  to  cleanliness,  the  slaughterhouses 
have  been  throughout  fairly  well  kept,  but  most  of  them 
are  unsuitably  situated  and  structurally  unsatisfactory. 

All  meat  and  other  food  material  condemned  by 
the  Inspectors  as  unfit  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and 
removed  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips 
and  buried. 

In  no  case  was  a magistrate’s  order  necessary  to  se- 
cure this  result.

MILK  (Special  Designations)  ORDER,  1936. 


The  above  Order  came  into  operation  on  1st  June, 
1936,  and  repealed  the  earlier  Milk  (Special  Designa- 
tions) Orders,  1923  and  1934. 

The  special  designations  substituted  by  the  new 
Order  which  may  be  used  in  relation  to  milk  are 
“Tuberculin  Tested,”  “Accredited,”  and  “Pasteurised.” 

The  following  licences  were  issued  during  the  year 
to  retail  graded  milks  within  the  area  of  the  Council 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designa- 
tions) Order,  1936  : —

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

61  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist  for  examination. 
Reports  received  indicate  that  48  were  satisfactory,  4 
of  moderate  purity  and  9 unsatisfactory.  In  each  in- 
stance where  the  milk  was  unsatisfactory  the  retailers 
or  producers  were  interviewed  and  instructed  as  to 
improved  methods  of  handling  the  milk  so  as  to  mini- 
mise the  risk  of  contamination.  Repeat  samples  sub- 
sequently taken  showed  a definite  improvement  in  all 
cases.  Three  of  the  above  milk  samples  were  examined 
for  tubercle  bacilli.  Two  proved  to  be  negative  and 
one  positive.  The  herd  where  the  latter  occurred  was 
examined  by  the  County  Veterinary  Surgeon;  the  cow 
giving  tuberculous  milk  was  discovered  and  slaughtered. 

The  local  milk  producers  and  milk  vendors  con- 
tinue to  co-operate  with  the  staff  of  this  department  in 
their  efforts  to  improve  the  standard  of  milk  in  this 
town*  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a marked  improve- 
ment in  clean  milk  production  and  distribution  has 
been  observed  since  these  bacteriological  examinations 
have  been  instituted  in  Maesteg. 
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RODENT  PESTS— RATS  AND  MICE 
DESTRUCTION. 


Rats  and  mice  differ  from  all  other  common  pests 
in  that  the  law  requires  “ occupiers  ” of  infested 
property  to  take  such  steps  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  necessary  or  reasonably  practicable  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  rats  and  mice,  and  for  preventing  their 
properties  from  becoming  infested  with  rats  and  mice. 
Penalties  for  non-observance  are  provided  for  in  the 
relative  Act  (Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919). 

It  will  be  realised  that  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  is  no  easy  matter,  as  we  have  to  deal  with  a very 
profolic  animal  capable  of  existence  under  varying 
conditions  and  success  can  only  be  achieved  by  con- 
stant attention  in  applying  whatever  method  of  destruc- 
tion may  be  chosen. 

On  receipt  of  complaints,  investigations  are  made 
at  the  complainant’s  and  adjoining  premises.  Suitable 
baits  are  supplied  and  assistance  and  advice  given  in 
any  case  presenting  features  of  special  difficulty. 

Poisons  and  traps  were  the  methods  adopted  by  the 
Department  of  attacking  rats,  and  I am  satisfied  that  the 
baits  supplied  during  the  year  proved  effective. 

THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (Adulteration)  ACT. 


Sampling  under  the  Foods  and  Drugs  Act  is
